Tho Alaska Boundary — Mr. llo.- 
coo's Speech in moving Ins 
JSe solution. 



(From Hansard,) 
Mr. Roscoe moved an address to His 
Excollencj' the Governor General prny- 
ing him to call tha attention of Her 
Majesty's Government to tho necessity 
of having tho boundary liuo between 
British Columbia and Alaska as soon 
as possible defined and surveyed. Mr. 
Boscoo eaid if ho was to move tho n- 
Bolutioa, of which bo had piven notice 
merely with the remark that tho com- 
mercial and other interests of British 
Columbia required the bonadry line 
bstween that Province and Alaska to 
be defined and settled as soon as pos- 
sible, he did not suppose there 
would be any opposition to the mo- 
tion, but he thought ho might fairly 
assume that the House would wish, if 
not expect, to be informed, firstly, as 
to the nature of any questions which 
may arise, or have arisen, concerning 
that boundary liuo; and secondly, as 
to what had occurred which in his 
opinion rendered an immediate settle- 
ment of that question necessary; and 
ho would, therefore, give the informa- 
tion ho considered necessary. If the 
map of North America bo referred to, 
it vriF be seen that the Territory of 
Alaska consist* chiefly of that part of 
the continont lying to the west of the 
141st degree of west longitude, and 
also of a narr jw strip of ihe coast ex- 
tending from tho 60th to tho 5G degree 
of nonh latitude. As the (>0th degree 
ii the boundary lino betwdou British 
Columbia and the North- West Terri- 
tory tho only part of the boundary 
tine of Alaska to wh'c'i his motion 
had reference is the boundary line of 
this narrow strip. This was settled by 
the treaty between Great Britain and 
llussia of 1825; previous to that data 
there had been onllojs disputes be- 
tween the various fur companies vhich 
represent 3d the interests of these re- 
Bp jctivo countries in this part of the 
world, and when a settlement was made 
in 182o it was found that while the 
Busaian American Fur Company had 
made various settlements along the 
coast, tha British compatiiej had ac- 
quire I the whole interior of the 
eountry. A settlement of tho bound- 
ary lino was therefore made on the 
understanding that Russia should 
keep a narrow strip of tho coast, the 
bound try of which was defined to bo 
tho ra igo of mountains running pa- 
rallel to tho coast, but it is further 
stimulated that wherever this range of 
mountains is at a greater distance 
thin ton loaguo8 from the coast, then 
the boah'tlary lino shall run at this 
distance. £nl867 this territory was 
sold to tho United States, but of course 
in any question concerning tho boun- 
dary Una wo have to go back to the 
original treaty of 1825. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this question would 
havo arisen but for tho discovery gold 
of in thi< part of the Dominion. As long 
ago as 18t>2 gold was found in the 
Stickeou Biver, and since that time 
there have boon prospecting parties in 
search of diggings in this region, and 
two years ago these wero discovered 
at a place called Doaso L»ke, situated 
about 80 miles oast of tho head of na- 
vigation on Stickoen Biver. Last 
year upwards of 2,000 miners were 
engaged in these diggings, which wero 
found to bo both rich and extensive 
and in future wo may look for 
ward to ft large immigration to this 
region. The only practicable way of 
getting to these new diggings was by 
ascending tho Stickeon River, of 
which wo havo froo navigation, and in 
regard to this I would remark on what 
appear.* to mo a somewhat remarkable 
fact, By the treaty of 1825 we had 
given to ua forever the free navigation 
of all rivers which may eross tho line 
of demarcation, referred to, yet in the 
treaty betwoon the United States and 
Russia no reference whatover is made 
to this clause, and I fail to under- 
stand how Russia could havo sold this 
territory to tho United States unless 
subject to any rights acquired by any 
third parties, and, if this was so, ho 
also did not understand why it was 
thought necessary in the treaty of 
Washington to concede tho navigation 
of tho rivors Stickoen, Porcupine and 
Yuckoniu tho British Territory in re- 
turn for tho froo navigation of these 
rivers whore flowing through tho 
United Statos Territory, if wo 
possessed this right before. As soon 
as tho trade up tho Stickeen began 
to ftftguma «oi»o proportions th© ofli- 



cor commanding at Port Wrangol, — 
in whom it appears is invested tho 
Government of the territory, — mea- 
sured a distance of 10 leagues from 
the coast, and placing a post there, 
declared this to bo tho boundary be- 
tween British Columbia and Alaska 
In consoquenco of tho windings of tho 
river, it seems that this point is be- 
tween t>0 and 70 miles up tho river. 
Now, if the statements of the traders 
and othersgoing up tho Stickoen are 
correct, it appears that tho range of 
mountains which really defines the 
boundary liuo crosses the Stickeou at 
a [joint only 15 miles from tho coast. 
He would point out how important tho 
possession of the river between these 
points would bo, especially to his con- 
stituents, tho merchants of Victoria. 
It appe.us that above tho present 
boundary line the Stickeen is so shal- 
low that no steamers which could go 
there could also go out to sea. Goods, 
therefore, havo to be sent from Vic- 
toria to Fort Wrangol, and transferr- 
el theie to the river steamer, and it 
has been found that this has been ac- 
companied with much annoyance, risk 
an 1 expense; and after tho goods aio 
placed on the steamer, a Custom House 
oilicer is placed on board, who accom- 
panies the steamer as long as she is 
in American waters, or what the offi- 
cer commanding at Alaska is pleased 
to consider American waters, tho ex- 
pense being borne by the steamer. 
There was also another grie- 
vance which he was sure tho hon. 
member for Vancouver will appreci- 
ate. As soon as he comes on board, 
this officer locks up the bar, puts the 
key in his pocket, aud during tho voy- 
age tho unfortunate diggers cannot 
get a drink. Now, if the boundary 
line wore placed where we conceive it 
ought to be. a steamer would proba- 
bly bo able to run from Victoria to a 
point on tho river above the boundary 
line, or at all events a stoamor which 
would run there would ulso be able to 
run out to sea to Fort Simpson, and 
goods could therefore bo transferred 
on British Territory. Tho great anj 
noyance and expense of transferring 
goods on the United States Territory 
would thus be obviated. There weie 
other reasons why this boundary 
should be fixed as soon as possible. Jf. 
was said that important discoveries of 
silver and gold bearing quartz mines 
havo been made in tho disputed ter- 
ritory, and until it is settled in which 
country these mines are, these sour- 
ces of wealth will probably remain 
undeveloped. There may also arise 
some unpleasant complications in 
consequence of persons settling in 
what they consider British Territory, 
and residing by force any attempt 
made to remove them. Since he had 
put this motion on the paper he notic- 
ed in the estimates a sum $100,000 for 
this survey, hut from what ho had 
statod it would be sean that this was 
not merely a question of theodolites, 
but that an important question as to 
tho interpretation of the treaty had to 
be settled first. Tho hon. member 
concluded by moving adoption of mo- 
tion.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES- 



Going, Going, Gone! 

The disposition si: own by tbo pre- 
sent Government to narrow down the 
rights of private members of the House 
by a strained application of Parlia- 
mentary ruloH has beon repeatedly al- 
luded to. In the matter of petitions 
this has especially been exemplified. 
To such an extent have Ihey gone that 
the doors of the House are virtually 
closed against the subject. The right 
of petition— tho blood-bought right of 
every Briton— has, for nil practical I 
purposes, been abrogated in tins Pro- j 
rince. But what happened in tbc j 
Houso on Tuesday shows that, not 
satisfied with taking away from the 
subject the right of petition, Minis- 
ters are "desirous of taking from the 
peoplo's representatives important 
rights of legislation. In order to do 
all parties full justice— for that is our 
desire — and placo the reader in as fa- 
vorable a position as the writer to ar- 
rive at correct conclusions, wo eball 
produce tho section of Mr. Smithes 
Bill and the clause of the clause of the 
Imperial Act under which tho Gov- 
ernment demanded that it should bo 
ruled out and under which the Speak- 
er did rule it out. Tho section of Mr. 
Smithe's Bill runs as follows: — 

"Provided, always, that the person 
through whose land any road may be 
originally, or by way of variation or 
alteration, laid out or made as afore- 
said, or whose private road may be en- 
tered and tnken possession of as afore- 
said, or from whose land any gravel, 
timber, or stone or other materials 
may be taken as aforesaid, shall be en- 
titled to compensatiou thereof; such 
compensation, in case of dispute, to 
be ascertained in the manner prescrib- 
ed in the "Public Works Extension 
Act, 1873;" and ho shall have the 
right to such compensation, notwith- 
standing any reservations to the con- 
trary in any Crown Grant of his land 
or in any Act, Statute, or Ordinance." 

The terrible 5-lth section of the Bri- 
tish North America Act is as follows: 

"It shall not be lawful for the House 
of Commons to adopt or pass any 
Vote, Resolution, Address, or Bill fur 
the appropriation of any part of the 
public Revenue, or of any Tax or Im- 
post, to any purpose that has not 
been first recommended lo that House 
by Message of the GoTernor-Genaral 
in tho Session in which such Vote, 
Resolution, Address, or Bill is pro- 
posed." 

Here is the whole casejand tho read- 
er will not fail to perceive that the 
rule was obviously never intended to 
apply to such cases. Neither does 
May nor Todd, nor anv Parliamentary 
authority, living or dead, so apply it, 
The Bill is not in the nature either of 
a tax or appropriation Bill. All it 
proposes doing is to declare the ab- 
stract principle that the Government 
shall not have the right to take away 
a man's property without reasonable- 
compensation therefor and point out 
how the amount shall be arrived at. 
It will be observed that compensation 
is a contingency which might never 
arise; and that there could not possi- 
bly be any appropriation or tax or im- 
post until it did arise. That would 
be the time to interpose tho 54th sec- 
tion; not now. It is doubtless very 
convenient to an unscrupulous Gov- 
ernment and very congenial to the 
feelings of an arbitrary Government 
to retain the sole power of deciding 
whether or how much a niau hhall he 
compensated; but wo contend that the 
possession of such a power is wrong 
and dangerous, tending to corruption. 
In addition to all this, it is easy to 
see that, as stated in the course of 
debate in tho Houso, to follow the 
principle upon which Mr. Speaker 
rulod Mr. Smithe's Bill out to its lo. 
gical conclusion, there are very few 
measures indeed which it would not 
debar private members of the Houso 
from introducing, inasmuch as thero 
are very fow Bills indeed which do 
not involve tho possihlo ultimate ox- 
pendituro of public revenue. It would 
seem to be tho fixed determination of 
the present Ministry to curtail the 
rights of the people and circumscribe 
the powers of their representatives in 
every possihlo way, it and is alaaienta- 
bla fact that there are so many mem- 
bora willing tliU3 to surrender both 
their own rights and tuose of their 
Constituents. Let the electors mark 
\rell these men.

Mr. Kobsou supported tho reforenoe to 
a Committee, and the hon. Attorney Gen- 
oral finally ujorod tint the Committee 
riso and a»i Iohto hit again. 

MCNIC'IPALITIKH BILL. 

This Bill wai postponed till Monday 
next for second reading. 

JtULIUIODS INSTITUTION'S. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven iutrodaced the Reli 
gioua Institutions Amendment Bill. 

The hou. inorer explained that the Bill 
■imply did away with the requirements 
of the present law by whioh tue consent 
of the Government must be obtained be- 
fore a religions sooiety oonld tacquiro real 
•state. Ho moved its reforenoe to the 
Committee. 

Mr. Humphreys would like to ask the 
Attorney General a question.

Hon. Chief CommiRsiouor said the Bill, 
if panned a* it stood now, would render it 
unnecessary for the ooasont of tho Lieut. 



Governor to bo obtained. In allusion to 
requests for postponement ho really could 
not see the necessity. If bills of such v. 
trifling character as this were to bo post- 
poned for consideration legislation would 
become Rlraost impossible 

After a fow more rem.trks, howevor.the 
further consideration of tho Bill was do- 
fcrred till Friday. 

SECOND RIADIM0 INDEPKNDICXCB 03 PAR- 
LIAMENT BILL. 

Mr. MeCreighbanid the substance of 
this Bill was taken largely from tho Con- 
stitution Act, which prohibited contract- 
or? from holding seats in that house, and 
that again, from an English act which 
hnd been in existonce for ovor half a cen- 
tury. Tho principle of tho bill was an 
obvious one. It was sufficiently plain 
that if a man had a large contract from 
the Government that tho said Govornment 
munt exeicise considerable control over 
him as if the contract were a large ono 
they could almost always enable him to 
uiake money, or, if they so-wishod, ruin 
him. Now, the first question which arises, 
admitting the necessity for such a bill,- 
exists in the Local Government, was 
whether the same did not exist in tho 
Dominion Government. Tho gravity of 
this view was apparent, when we consid- 
er that we hope shortly to see that Gov- 
ernment spend tho sum of 32,000,000 an- 
nually in this Province, or something 
like live times as much as the Local Gov- 
ernment. Nn person should plaoa him 
svlf in a position where his interest con- 
flicted with his duty. It was the manifest 
duty of all members of that House to 
press for the immediate construction of 
the Bail way and such other works as were 
called for by tho Terms of Union. If. 
however, the House consisted largely of 
contractors it was plain that circunutan 
ees might arise in whioh they might be 
inclined to ease tho Dominion Govern 
ment if it showed any unwillingness to 
carry on the works, lie alluded to past 
experiences as proof that differences 
of opinion might, arise between the Local 
and Dominion Governments as to what 
was a proper rate of speed to proceed at 
in Railway matters. He had already ex- 
plained tho part of the act which prohib- 
ited contractors from sitting, and there 
was another clause prohibiting any Do- 
minion official in receipt of an annual sa- 
lary from the Government from holding 
a seat in tho Local House. Tuia was taken 
from an Ontario Act. It was obvious 
enough that this official's interests, if 
elected to the B. C. Assembly, might also 
confliot with his duty as a member of the 
Local House. To return to tho English 
Act, from which that portion of the bill 
under discussion relating to contractors 
was originally derived. The'construction 
put by judges would debar from sitting 
all who have continuous contracts to fur- 
nish supplies, say for a ye%r, or to con- 
struct any largo work, as a bridge or aeon 
siderable length of road, ai the Govern- 
ment could alwayB instruct their ofticcr-i 
not to look too closely into tho quality of 
iho material usjd, etc., and it w.ts ole ir 
enough that a contractor would be com- 
pletely in their hands. Tho independence 
of Parliament was a most important sub- 
ject at the present time. Ho would Ray 
little, except that there was notliing per- 
sonal in the bill, which concerned only 
tho future. No inconvenience that he had 
heard of had urisen from tlia uituilar pro- 
visions which existed as regards the Lo- 
cal Legislator.", and he anticipa'el no le 
in the future. He did not think the bill 

would affect more than a score of persons | sion of tho hill as far as the Local House | 
as the contracts would most likely bo lot 
in large amounts and their number would 
therefore be limited. Tho Home might 
lose soma valuable members, but in this 
case as in many other* in this world we 
have only a choice of evils. 

Mr. Seralin seconded. 

Mr. Hoi brook was sorry to say he could 
not agree with the member for Victoria. 
He thought tho bill was calculated to 
call forth those sectional feelings which 
it was so desirable to allay. The Main 
land bad only ono large contractor; and 
now. under cover of this independence 
of Parliament Bill, an attack was made 
upon him. Some peoplg seemod to be 
afraid of his gettiug a seat. 

Mr. MeCreight could not son how he 
had given just cause for the hou. gentle- 
man's remarks. 

Mr- IJolbrook continued and asserted 
that the provisions of tho bill were so 
sweeping that Ifr. MeCreight himsolf, if 
he accepted a fee or retainer from the 
Dominion Government, might at uome fu- 
ture day find himself excluded from Lis 
seat by' the operation of this bill, and 
maintained that if tho bill piasad nearly 
everyone who had any dealings wi h tho 
Government of the Dominion evon as he 
asserted (amidkt some laughter) if it 
were only the purchase of a postage 
stamp, might bo ruled to have a contract 
with the (jovornmeut, until at last the 
House would be emptied. He thought 
it would be as tvoll to lai the people de- 
cide who should or should not represont 
them. Contractors would have their 
timo too fully occupied to render it like 
lv they would want to sit in great ninn 
bars in that House. Ho thought it any- 
thing b.it * correct notion that an oxpir 
ing House should lako upon itself to 
dictate Lu >he electors. 

Mr. Smithe thought the independence 
of Parliament a subject of great import- 
ance. Ho could see how our Local Gov- 
ernment could niAUipuJate members, but 
did not see how the danger wjtt) regard 
to the Dominion Government oonld be 
met by the bill. It must ho borne in 
mind that the amount to' be expended in 
the Province by the Federal Government 
was oons'dsrable and almost every per- 
son would be affected by it. He alluded 
to the oauo of Mr. MeCreight's having a 
retainer offered to him, and add that, if 
as he believed a lawyer w»s forced to ao- 
oept a retainer when offered, it would 
enable the Canadian Gororumont, if so 
diapoaed, to foroe the member for Vio- 
tons out of tho House, so sweeping 
was its nature. He contended that the 
bill weuld be dangerous in a eountry 
like this, whore thora was a aoaraity of 
legislative talent, and it was difllou:t 
enough an it was to seouro the services 
of persons qualified to not as members 
and willing to undortake the task. He 
also argued that any nvil arising from 
the prasoneoof contractors in tho House 
could bo constitutionally mat- If the 
contractors defeated tho Government tho 
Ministry could dissolve the House and 
send the contractors to the country to be 
dealt with by their constituents. How- 
over, if ho could bo shown thai tho pre- 
sence of contractors was a greater evil 
than the shutting out of tulant, which 
tho bill would involve, ho would vote for 
it. 

Mr. Mara agreed with tho genoral 
principles of tho bill, but thought tho 
mover failod to make good several points 
iu his oase. Ho did not approve of the 



remarks on the duty of this House in its 
last session, but would prefer to leave 
tho matter iu tho hands of tho people, 
particularly as there could be no intimi- 
dations under the ballot. If we bad 
open voting it might be different. Ha 
would like to hear the Ontario Act quot- 
ed, as he scarcely thought such an Act 
was in forco now. Ho coincided with 
tho previous speaker in his news as to 
tho difficulty which an Act so universal 
iiijits application as this would cause in 
obtaining a member ou tho Mainland 
when S2.000.000 enme to be circulated 
amongst them, and every man of enter- 
prise might expoot to have sumo sort of 
contract. Why, ono of the present mem- 
bers of the Ministry; if ho mistook not 
was, or intended to bo, a shareholder in 
a company wh'oh was trying to obtain a 
mail contract from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and it would under this Aot 
be quits possible to shut hira out of tho 
House. He thought a man would run 
tho risk of being disqualified by accept- 
ing jurors' fees, and he considered tho bill 
altogether too sweeping, moro so perhaps 
than tho hon. gentleman who introduood 
it intended. 

Mr. Humphreys would like to know if 
the bill wan intende l|to reach contractors, 
or if it was framed to touch all who i e- 
ceired moneys from the Government. 

Mr. MeCreigitt hero road tho Ontario 
Act, which provides that no person hold- 
ing any office, com mission or employment 
permanent or temporary, to which an 
annual salary is attached, of any kind or 
amount whatever from tho Dominion of 
Canada, shall sit or vote as a member of 
the Legislative Assembly. Tho construc- 
tion put upon the English Aot by the 
.fudges was that it be understood to ap- 
ply to tho case of a man having any con- 
tract under which ho might hope to gain 
somo future benefit. Another judge said 
be considered it only meani to apply to 
contracts of a continuous nature, such as 
for the bnilding of bridges or other work 
of a simiUr nature, though he could not 
s.iy it would not apply to a single transac- 
tion. He considered it obvious enough 
that it npplied manly to oontraots for a year 
or more. It was necessary to maintain 
the spirit of the Act and to leaTO a groat 
tloal to the discretion of tho Judge. 

Mr. Humphreys hero rose to speak, but 
was declared out of order. 

Tho Speaker after some quoting of 
May said Mr. Humphreys could nddreas 
tho Houho. 

Mr. Humphreys again said ho did not 
wish to do so if ko had not tho right and 
sat down. 

Mr. Smith thought contractors ought 
to look after their business and then they 
would not have time to come to the 
House. He was indignant at tho opinion 
of the member for Cowichan respecting 
the scarcity of talent, and quoted an as- 
sertion of Mr. Lan Kevin to the effect that 
ho could go down a shaft at Cariboo and 
pick out a CAbinet. The House would be 
swamped by the Msckenzio element if 
contractors were to be allowod to enter 
it. 

Mr. Somlin said Mr. MeCreight had 
spokon ably in introducing tho measure. 
Ho alluded to reports of investigations 
into tho building of tho Intercolonial 
Rail way whore a gentleman ' had a con- 
tract to the amount of 8200,000. This 
gBDtloman was tho stepson of a Cabinet 
Minis'er and tho whole inlluon.-o of that 
Minister was exerted to mako things 
osny for that oontrnctor. 

Dr. Tolmie concurred with tho prori- 



was concerned, but thought not a Pro 
rince in the Dominion had passed such 
an Act. He did not approve of acting as 
if Canada was an enemy against whom 
we ought to l,o always on our guard. She 
was acting the part of mother to the Pro 
vinoe, and providing us with lighthouses 
and other benefits, and ho hoped our ro- 
tations with her would bo more friendly 
in future (hear, Lear). He thought it 
time enough to pass a bill like this when 
the evil arises. 

Mr. Robson said all must admit the 
importance of the Independence of Par- 
liament; bnt ho oonld not help thinking 
that if the Bill had aimed at making tho 
House more independent as rogards the 
seductive, and corrupting inlluences of 
the Provincial Govornment, it would 
possess a higher claim to support. The 
House was numerically small and tho 
Exeeutivo large, and it required no 
stretch of the imagination to conoiovo tho 
Government commanding a majority by 
means of improper influence long after 
the confidence of the country hod bo«n 
withdrawn. Looking at the question in 
the light of history and experience it was 
found that none of the older Provinces 
bad resorted to such legislation as wan 
proposed here. True, Nova Scotia and, 
he behoved, Ontario had legislated to 
exclude Dominion officials; and on that 
point he was not disposed to oppose the 
measure. D might even bo thought ne- 
oeasary to exclude Dominion contractors 
property so called; although in his opin I 
ion the necessity for inch legislation did 
not appear to have arisen. B it when it 
was proposed to pass such a osreeping I 
measure as the present, he could not help 
thinking tho action both premature ami 
nnwise. Allusion had Lorn made to Dora 
inion connectors overrunning tho House; 
but it was his opinion that these contrac- 
tors wero less likely to nook seats in tho 
House than to send their candidates 
there. Looking at the other I'rovineo, con- 
tractors wore not found seeking election; 
bntthoy wero sometimes fount] influencing 
elections, although that would disappear 
before the stringent election laws and the 
Ballot box. One objeotjon to tho present 
meastiro was that, while failing in its 
profesaod object , it would seriously cir- 
cumscribe the choice of Hlontora by dis- 
qualifying many of tho bast men to sit in 
the House. Especially would suoh bo 
tlio re«ult on the Mainland, where few 
men of push and parti would not have 
transactions disqualifying them nnder a 
rigid applioationof the Bill. It was true 
the hon. introduoer of the measure gave 
it a lax interpretation; bnt honorable men 
would not oare to seek shelter behind an 
interpretation not quite borne out by the 
language (iraployed. Nor did he oon«i- 
dor thelfine dras-n distinction between 
idolatod and continuous transaction* 
either logical or sound. It was 03sy for 
isolated transactors with tho Government 
to be as objectionable and oorriiptasoon; 
tinuous on»n. He fully agreed with an 
hon. member whql)ad preceded hjm.that 
it scarcely became this Homo, at the very 
close of its term of exi»tence,to ouaot such 
a sweeping moasnre, which hud never 
boon agitated ami ou which public opin- 
ion was Dot matured, wasnotovan known. 
Allusion had beon made to a resolution 
in that direction passed at C;ic))o Crock; 
but that meeting was uot very largely 
attended and there wero very oonl\icting 
aoeounts abonfc whiatinitlly did transpire 
tUoro. Probably tho lo«n"»iud about that 



mooting tho better. Looking nt tho Main- 
land press, it was fouild that, of the tin eo 
papers, Lho two principal ones wero op- 
posed to tho measure. It appeared to 
mm tkst the proper course would bo to 
leave tho question in tho hands _ of the 
people, so that it might bo discussed and 
publio opinion matured, leaving it too 
now House, fresh from the constituencies, 
to deal with it. Ho complimented the 
senior member for Victoria District upon 
hin remarks and severely condemned ihe 
disposition aviuood by the supporteri of 
the Bill to regard Canada as a hostile 
country .intent on injuring thin Province, 
and ho warnotl tho house that theru was 
a danger of carrying this spirit too far 
and placing Columbia in a false and nu 
favorable position before the other Pro 
vincesand in tho Federal Parliament 
Let tta rather loam to think of Canada 
and her Government as our own, and neok 
rather to cultivate a good undcrntaudiug 
and harmonious relations. He coned ud 
od by repeating that he considered the 
provisions of the Bill went too far. Ex- 
clude Federal] officials. Exclude con- 
tractors, if it can bo shown that any real 
danger ia to bo apprehended from that 
quarter; but don't circumscribe the choice 
of electors and exclude talent anil worth 
by virtually shutting tho doors of tho 
House against every man who may, di- 
rectly or indirectly, have dealings with 
the Dominion Government. 

Mr. \Vnlhom traveled over tho ground 
covered by Sir. MeCreight in his answer 
to Mr. Humphreys, and was very severe 
upon tho member for Nanaimo for pre- 
suming to differ with tho legal lights 
I lint, had been quoted. A slight pissage 
of arms took place between the two gen 
tlomon,and tho loader of tho Govern- 
ment said that if tho Dominion Govern- 
ment wanted an advocate in that House 
they already had an able one, wont ovor 
tho usual jokes and assorted that with 
only 12,000 people in the Province half a 
dozen contractors handling S2 000,000 of 
money could control tho whole Province. 
As to the talk of war against Canada, if 
the Dominion did not wish to meddle in 
this matter she could have no reason to 
bo angry at the pissing of this bill. 

Mr. Booth thought if tho .ovil axiateil 
or was likely to exist to the extent tho 
loader of the Government seemed to 
anticipate tho bill would not remedy it. 
Under tho circumstances described, con- 
tractors could always put in their tools 
if not allowed to come in themselves, and 
he would ratliLr see the contractor', for 
their tools might be more dangerous. 
As to the talk of guarding against Cana- 
da, etc., no one could compel Canada to 
do anything that did not suit her. (Mr 
Walkein— Especially if members of this 
House sided with her.) Mr. Booth con- 
tinued to the effect that if every member 
of the House voted in favor of compell- 
ing her to do this or tho other it would 
make no difference, ami that tho Premier 
ought to be pretty well convinced of it, 
by this time. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. W. A. Robertson thought tho Ben. 
rnembor for Victoria hail been made the 
catspaw of the Government in this matter 
Ho considered the 2d Clause too much 
like tho 5kh Seo. It hnd fnr too much 
India rubber in it for his approval. 
(Laughter.) The leader of the Govern- 
ment had expended plenty of ridicule 
upon the member for Nanaimo. It was 
Oitsy enough to ridicule anyone in that 
Hon«e. They might, even ridicule the Pre- 
mier himself (hear hear). It would bo 
well if ho could have (jiren them morn 
argument. Ho prophesied that if this 
class and that class were to bo excluded 
tho Homo would at last be lillod by Chi- 
namen. Ho did not think a remedy ne- 
cessary, and if it were this was not the 
one. He would vote sgainst the bill. 

The second reading was then carried.
